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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Previous Objection to tiie Specification 

The previous objection to the specification is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment to claim 7 that now contains limitations that have clear antecedent basis in 
the disclosure. 

Status of Previous Rejections Under 35 USC §112 

The previous rejections of claims 5 and 8 are withdrawn in view of the 
amendments to the claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teach nor suggest providing oxygen in an amount such that the degree 
of combustion is in excess of 60 wt.% of the injected fuel/reductant. Furthermore, as 
stated in the declaration filed under 37 CFR 1 .132 on July 28, 2009, it would not be 
obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide oxygen in amount such that the 
degree of combustion exceeds 60 wt.% because such an amount, as previously 
established by experts in the art, was thought to hinder reducing conditions for 
producing metallic iron by creating iron oxides (declaration, paragraphs 13 and 15).
